Col. Roosevelt did not say he was sending 
Mr. Flinn in answer to this “ invitation,” 
but he had just heard of the steam roller 
tactics evident in the committee’s first ses- 
sion this afternoon in Chicago. He was care- 
ful to explain that the leadership of his fight 
would remain where if has been, in‘ the 
hands of Senator Dixon, his campaign man- 
ager. 

“ Senator Flinn starts for Chicago at enca,’’ 
he said. “‘ He is going at my request. Sena- 
tor Dixon will be in charge. Mr. Flinn will 
assist him.” 


Decision Arrived At Suddenly. 
The decision to send Mr. Flinn to Chicago 
was reached so suddenly that he was barely | 
able tO catch last train tonightsfrom | 


train from Nw York for the west. Mr. 
Flinn was a leader in Col. Roosevelt's cam- 
paign in Pennsylvania. 

Col. Roosevelt did not go into particulars 
as to the precige nature of Mr. Flinn's work, 
beyond making it clear that the Pennsyl- 
vanian was to have an important part in

Undecided About Coming Here. 

The question whether Col. Roosevelt wilt 
go to Chicago was discussed, but no definite 
decision was reached. The colonel indicated 
more strongly than before, however, that 
there was a chance that he would go, by fix- 
ing approximately the time et which he 
would depart in cage he decided to make his 
fight at Chicago in person. 

“JT may go to Chicago at the end of next 
week,’ he put it. “I have not decided yet, 
however.’’ 

Regardfng Mr. McKinley's suggestion that 
the colonel attend the sessions of the national] 
committee Mr. Roosevelt said: 

**T have not heard anything about it.”’ 

“If Mr. McKinley does extend the invita- 
tion will you accept?” was asked. 

“I shall not answer any: hypothetical ques- 
tions,”’ he said. ‘If I do recelve such an in- 
vitation I will say then what I shall do.”’ 


Favors Committee Publicity. 

Col. Roosevelt said he was in favor of the 
widest publicity of the hearings before the 
national committee. 

“T regret that all the representatives of 
newspapers were not admitted to the hearing 
today,”" he said. ‘‘I am glad that the press 
associations were admitted, but that is not 
enough. In many parts. of the country, nota- 
bly in New York, one of our most serious dif- 
ficulties has been the constant suppression of 
the news, so that great masses of people have 
been Kept in ignorance of what has happened. 

‘‘I earnestly hope,” he continued, “ that 
the roll call in the national committee on 
every important point will be made public.” 


Emphatic About Ohio Action. 

Col. Roosevelt said he had heard that Re- 
publicans of Colorado had organized a pro- 
testing delegation to be sent to Chicago in his 
behalf. 

“The action of the Taft people in accept- 
ing thé Taft delegates at large from Ohio,” 
he sald, “ after President Taft has been re- 
pudiated by 30,000, shows a deliberate desire 
to renomihate him against the will of the 
people. Such tactics are bound to result in 
a reaction, whether in Colorado or Ohio.

Vote on Publicity Schene 
The question was put by Chairman Rose- 
water upon Mr. Kellogg's amendment, which 
was lost by a vote of 39 to 13, as follows:

Oral Vote on Contests, 

The committee unanimously adopted a res- 
elution by Committeeman Shackleford au- 
thorizing correspondents to have access to a 
stenographic report of the dally proceedings. 

Following the disposition of the publicity 

matter the committee considered the rule 
proposed by Committeeman Hart requiring 
that after the presentation of a case the con- 
testants should retire and the committue 
should render a decision ‘‘ without debate and 
by a viva voce vote unless a demand fora roll 
call is sustained by at least twenty mem- 
bers.” 

This proposal is, in effect, the application 
of the gag rule. There can be no exchange 
of views by members of the committee, no 
discussion of any kind whatsoever upon the 


“merits of the case. They must proceed in- 


gtantly toa vote. If twenty members of the 
committee fail to ask for a roll cali then the 
chairman can put the question and may an- 
nounce the result without any record being 
made of the attitude of each committeeman 
being apparent. 3 

This proposition, of course, prevents that 
placing of individual responsibility which the 


Borah’s Plea Fails. 


Senator Borah offered the following: 

“ After presentation of the case the com- 
mittee shall decide the case before calling 
the next one by viva voce vote, unless a de- 
mand for a rising vote or a roll call is sus- 
tained by at least eight members.”’ 

Mr. Borah strongly advocated the adoption 
of his resolution, insisting that the country 
was entitled to know how every man voted 
upon the different contests presemted. 

Senator Penrose argued that the rule of 
1908, from which, by the way, he in common 
with Senator Crane and the other “allies ” 
against’ Mr. Taft suffered at that time, should 
be adopted. 

The Borah proposal was rejected by e viva 
voce vote, apparently the same men voting 
for and against it as on the publicity roll call. 


Fix Time for Argument. 

Under the rules proposed by Mr. Hart, each 
side to a contest will be granted thirty min- 
utes for the presentation of cases affecting 
delegates et large and fifteen minutes for 
‘those affecting district delegates. 

John G. Capers of South Carolina pointed 
out that this rule was mandatory, and that 
occasions might arise when more time would 
be. required by contestants. The committee 
thereupon amended the rule so as to permit 
an extension of time by vote of a mejority 
of the committee. 

The rules presented by Mr. Hart modified 
to thie slight extent were thereupon adopted 
by the committee. 

Heretofore the proceedings of the national 
committee have been conducted tn accord- 
ance with precedents: The national com- 


ing in Washington to formulete a set of rules 
for the guidance of the committee ifn Its 
work. 

A subcommittee was created, consisting of 
Charles F, Brooker of Connecticut, Frank B 
Kellogg of Minnesota, and William L. Ward 
of New York. It prepared a report to the 
committee and submitted it yesterduy 
‘through Mr. Brooker.‘ 

The report was accompanied by a set of 
rules, which, upon motion of Mr. Brooker 
ané Senator Penrose, were laid upon the 
table for future discusion. Under these rules 
the organization of the nationel committee 
is provided for as at present. The members 

are to be designated before or at the time of 
the meeting of the national convention, ané 
will hold their office for four years, “ the term 
encing at the close of — national conven- 
tion.”

Howell Case Big Problem. 

These rules unquestionably will give rise 
to a great deal of debate, and for this reason 
Were not considered today by the committee. 

For example, the Howell case is an extreme- 
ly, knotty one for the committee to dispuae 
of. The law of Nebraska, according to emi- 
nent lawyers, permits him to assume the 
duties of a member of the committee as soon 
as he files his oath of office. It is proba»lie 
that an argument will be made that national] 
committeemen elected by law should be au- 
thorized to begin their service without delay. 
The effect of this, of course, would be to make 
the committee more directly responsive to 
the will of the voters. 

When the committee adjourned, after a ses- 
sion of three hours, it was decided to begin 
the disposition of the contests today.. The 
first case heard will be that of Alabama, and 
«rguments will commence at 10 o’clock. 


TAFT’S NAME MAY NOT GO 
BEFORE CONVENTION. FIRST. 


President Has Plan Whereby Cum- 
mins Will Come First, Then Roose- 


Washington, D. C., June 6—President 
Taft's name may not be the first to be pre- 
wented to the Republican national conven- 
tion at Chicago. Taft leaders still in Wash- 
ington tonight said the president’s name 
might not be put before the convention un- 
til after Roosevelt had been put in nomina- 
tion. 

When C. D. Hilles, President Taft's secre- 
tary, left for Chicago last night he carried 


presentation of the president's name to the 
convention. That plan was declared to be 
subject to alteration by Taft leaders now 
in Chicago, and by Mr. Taft himself if he 
finds it unsuitable before the day when the 
nominations are made. 

According to the above plan the name of 
Senator A. B. Cummins of Iowa, who has 
ten delegates from his own state pledged 
to biz, may be the first given to the con- 
vention. 


Alabama to Yield to Iowa. 

Alabame stancs at the head of the list of 
states on the conventionroll. Counting upon 
the Alabama delegation as certain for Taft, 
hig political advisers suggested that it should 
yield, not to Ohio, the president's own state, 
which would put him in nomination, but to 
Iowa, that {t might put forward the name of 
its senior senator. | 

Next in the roll of states comes Arizona. 
The Taft adherents claim Arizona, too, and 
that state, according to the scheme, would 
yield to New York. 

Although the Taft leaders also claim New 
York by a large majority, it was their idea 
that some Roosevelt delegate be permitted 
to present the name of Col. Roosevelt at this 
point in the proceedings.

The bul- 
letin from Congressman McKiprley defying 
the colonel to come to the convention city at 
once was the climax to the situation. 

**In the interest of the Republican party as 
a whole,” Director McKinley's declaiation 
reads in part, ‘‘it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Roosevelt will find it conveniert to come to 
Chicago—not aftér some of the contests have 
been heard, not after all the cuntests have 
been heard, but at once, that he may inform 
himself at first hand of the actual proceed- 
ings before the national committee and that 
no misstatement of fac: may be inadvertent- 
ly given to the country by him or by his man- 
agers which will in any way unjustly reflect 
on the. national committee or upon the 
party.” 

Talks of Withdrawal and “Bolt.” 
Mr. McKinley followed this with a state- 
ment that if Col. Roosevelt will come to Chi- 
cago and listen fairly to the evidence and 
arguments he wil) withdraw as a candidate 
and support President Taft. Then Mr. Mc- 
Kinley said: 

“Tf, on the other hand, Mr. Roosevelt per- 
sists in remaining at yster Bay and in 
handing out invective when things do not go 
to» suit him, there is just one logical outcome 
for him to pursue—bolt the Republican na- 
tional convention and quit the party to which 
he claims to belong.” 


Dixon Sees Majority for Colonel. 

“We have the legitimate votes beyond 
question to nominate Col. Roosevelt by a 
safe majority,’ was the statement given out 
by Senator Dixon. “ We want the public 
to know upon t we base that claim. We 
will continue té insist that the pwblic know 
al] the facts.” 

A late bulletin from Congressman McKin- 
ley claimed the nomination of President 
Taft by a majority of 5 votes, He said: 

“Of the fifty-three states and territories 
and districts represented in the Republican 
national convention, President Taft has the 
entire delegations or a majority of the dele- 
gations from twenty states in, the north 
and west, ten from the south, and five from 
the District of Columbia and territories, or 
a total of thirty-five. Mr. Roosevelt has the 
delegations, or a-maj"ity of them from 
fourteen states in the north and west, and 
two from the south, or a total of sixteen 
Senator La Follette has two, Wisconsin and 
North Dakota.”’ [ 


Diagnosis of McKinley Claims,

‘SEE FIGHT ON HADLEY AS PLOT 


Contest Intended to Embarrass 
in Chairmanship Battle. 


DECLARED TO LACK BASIS. 


Missouri Governor Will Resist Effort 
to Unseat Him. 


Roosevelt leaders yesterday discovered a 
further attempt to embarrass the colonel in 
the announced intention of Taft lieutenants 
from Missouri to make a fight before the 
national committee against the Roosevelt 
delegation at large, headed by Gov. Herbert 
S. Hadley. 

Particular importance is attached to this 
contest—which the colonel’s aids assert is 
entirely without merit—because of the ex- 
pectation that Gov. Hadley may be the 
Roosevelt choice for temporary chairman of 
the convention. . 


Gillespie Discloses Plan. | 

Grant Gillespie, a St. Louis lawyer, dis- 
closed the plan to attack the Roosevelt-Had- 
ley delegation. He arrived during the day 
and said he was preparing to present the Taft 
case to the national committee. Seven Mis- 
souri districts also are involved in the fight, 
including the Kansas City district, where 
two Roosevelt delegates were named at a di- 
rect primary. ‘ ; 

The Missouri Taft men practically con- 
ceded they based their fight on Gov. Hadley 
on flimsy grounds and would not refute the 
Roosevelt contention that friends of the 
colonel controlled the state convention by 
nearly 300. 

Gov. Hadley will resist the effort to unseat 
him and will personally conduct his fight be- 
fore the committee. He will arrive on Mon- 
day with Thomas K. Niedringhaus, elected 
national committeeman at the Missouri 
Roosevelt convention to succeed Charles Na- 
gel of the Taft cabinet. 

Secretary Nagel will come to Chicago on 
Sunday to take a hand in the Missouri fracas, 
according to Congressman Richard Bar- 
tholdt, who holds his proxy. Gov. Hadley 
bested the secretary in the Missouri fight, 
where they met as leaders of the rival forces. 


Feature in Harassing Tactics. 

E. L. Morse of Excelsior Springs, a Taft 
district leader in Missouri, boasted the fight 
on the governor was only a part of a plan to 
harass the colonels friends. He predicted 
the Taft menor the national committee would

the president’s followers. If this is done, 
Niedringhaus’ electiqn by the Missouri state 
convention will be repudiated and Otto E.

A statement was issued during the day by 
Congressman William B. McKinley, director 
of the Taft campaign committee. 

Mr. McKinley reviewed Senator Root's con- 
nection with the Roosevelt administration in 
support of his charge that Col. Roosevelt is 
committing party treason in opposing the 
president, the New York statesman, and State 
Chairman Barnes of New York. 

McKinley Assails Roosevelt. 

After reciting Senator Root’s record Mr. 
McKinley said: 

“‘Of course, in the face of this record, Mr. 
Roosevelt might well be expected to try to 
cover the tracks of a great political mistake 
on his part, first in opposing Senator Root 
and secondly in withdrawing his opposition, 
by a complete misstatement of all the facts 
in the hope of recovering the delegates who 
have lost confidence in him by reason of his 
instability and vaciliation. 

“With consummate effrontery he has at- 
tempted to make it appear that Elihu Root 
has changéd, that William Barnes Jr. has 
changed, and that President Taft has 
The fact is, Theodore Roosevelt 
himself has changed.

Law Evaded by Making Memo- 
randum Bets on N. Y. Curb. 


WAGERS AT EVEN MONEY. 


Impression That Taft, if Nominated, 
Will Not Be Elected. 


New York, June 6.—[Special.]—They don’t 
bet any more on the curb. There's a law 
now against betting. But when two persons 
are interested enough in Roosevelt’a, or 
Taft's, or any other candidate's chances in 
the presidential conventions or the elections, 
and they can't agree, they exchange memo- 
randa. A memorandum will read something 
like this: “£ 

“ After Roosevelt’s election I will pay the 
bearer $500." (Signed) (sighature in- 
dorsed by Blank & Co.). 

“It's a perfectly simple device and has 
proved popular. 

So far the curb, which is the old time center 
of betting activity. hasn't seen much actual 
money wagered. But yesterday the matket 
began to look up and $2,000 was piaced even 
against Roosevelt’s getting the Republican 
nomination. Then there was a bet this morn- 
ing of $450 to $500 that Roosevelt would get 
the nomination. 


Odds Against Taft Offered, 

On the stock exchange today a well known 
trader bet $5,000 even that Roosevelt would 
not get the nomination, and tried to get 
takers for any part of $10,000 more. 

The “accepted authority on betting on 
the curb,” meaning the man who acted as 
intermediary in yesterday’s $2,000 trans- 
action, had $900 to wager against $1,000 
today that Roosevelt would get the nomina- 
tion. A Taft man took $450 of this. 

The same authority was trying to find 
takers today for these other proposals. 

Three hundred dollars even that Roosevelt 
is not nominated on the first ballot. 

One thousand dollars even that Roosevelt 
will be elected president. : 

Twelve hundred dollars to $1,000 that Taft, 
if nominated, is defeated. 

Eight hundred dollars to $500 that Taft will 
not be the next president. 

One thousand dollars to $3,000 that Roose- 
velt will be the next president.

To Name “Steering Committee.” 

A steering committee of four men will be 
named to direct the La Follette fight on the 
floor. It will meet either in Madison of Mil- 
waukee. The Wisconsin delegation will 
meet in Chicago on Saturday prior to the 
convention. , 

Alfred T. Rodgers, Wisconsin member of 
the national committee, is at present taking 
care of the La Follette campaign in Chicago. 
Attorney Gilbert E. Roe of New York, for- 
mer law partner of Senator La Follette, will 
arrive tomorrow. W. L. Houser, campaign 
manager, is also expected. He will open 
headquarters at once at the Grand Pacific 
hotel.

Paul, who has been prominently identified 
with Clark’s campaign, asked that the chair- 
man be instructed to cast the unanimous 
ballot of the convention for the six. 

With the tide turned strongly aguinst them, 
opponents of Wilson made a final effort to 
send the delegates to Baltimore instructed 
for Bryan or uninstructed. Then Guy Thom- 
as of Minneapolis read a recent letter from 
Bryan, in which he sald he wae not a candt- 
date for president, and that he believed there 
were other men in the party who could poll 
more votes than he. 


May Eventually Go to Bryan. 

This was followed by an address by John 
W. Freeman, tn which he told the convention 
it was his opinion that in the end the votes 
of the delegation would be gast for Bryan, 
but urged that, as the majority of the Minne- 
sota voters had named Wilson es ther 
choice, the delegates should stand by him. 

The resolutions adopted condemned Presi- 
dent Taft for his veto of the tariff bill; 
favored the enactment of laws which would 
not recognize “reasonable crime”; com- 
mended the passage of the Sherwood pension 
bill by the Democratic house and condemned 
the senate for defeating it; declared in favor 
of the direct election of United States sena- 
tors and delegates to the national conven- 
tions, conservation of natural resources, and 
the Income tax. "

The ground space for the fair is shown by 
a comparison with the land allotted to the 
Buffalo and Chicago expositions. The San 
Francisco site is greater than that of the 
Buffalo and Chicago expositions combined.

&pproximately 625 acres and runs westward 
from Fort Mason a distance of two and one- 
third miles. In the center of the group 
of buildings, viewed from the waterfront, 
will be the exposition palaces, a group of 
buildings designed to be in harmony archi- 
tecturally. To the east, or left, will be the 


and state buildings. Flanking these build- 
Ings on the west is the Presidio, and beyond 
the Presidio the Cliff house, ‘‘ Land’s End,” 
and the open Pacific, The exhibits of this 
country are to be upon a large scale, and 
instead of a separate building, as in former 
expositions, the federal government has ar- 
ranged for an exposition all its own, with 
several buildings, its own administrative 
arrangements, and separate and distinct 
Parking plan. 

In the center of' the main group of build- 
ings the architectural director has planned 
a tower which is the key of the composite 
structure. The waterfront facade is a rep- 
lica of the city of Messina, in Sicily. Back 
of the facade on the high ground is a re- 
construction of the palace of Diocletian on 
the Adriatic. The two principal courts are 
800 feet square. Grouped on a low lying 
Plain skirting the entire north and west 
front of the city, this collection of buildings 
will face the outer harbor of San Francisco 
and the ‘ Golden Gate.” 


Millions to Be Spent. 


Four million dollars was obtained in two 
hours at a meeting of business men in the 
Merchants’ Exchange in San Francisco in 
April, 1910. A few days later the amount 
Was increased to $7,500,000; Subsequent to 
this the state of California and the city of 
Sen Francisco each issued $5,000,000 worth 
of bonds which were immediately taken. 

Thirty-eight counties of California have 
already started work on their exhibits at the 
fair. These exhibits will be worth more than 
$5,000,000. San Francisco obtained the fran- 
chise for the fair from congress on Jan. 81, 
1911, in preference to New Orleans. Presi- 
dent Taft signed the bill on Feb. 15, 1911. 
On Oct. 14, 1911, at the Stadium in Golden 
Gate park, President Taft turned the first 
‘spadeful of earth. On Feb. 2, 1912, President 
Taft assured San Francisco of federal] finan- 
cial support, and issued his proclamation 
inviting all the countries of the world to par- 
ticipate in the fair. 

Twenty-four other states have taken action 
and granted appropriations. New York state 
leads the list with a contribution of $700,000. 
There will be thirteen exhibition building. 
They will house exhibits in the fine arts, 
agriculture, education, manufacture, varied 
@ndustries, liberal industries, liberal arts, 
machinery, mines art metallurgy, transpor- 
tation, horticulture, stockyards, stock pavil- 
ion, and automobiles.

“ There Is a popular cry for binoculars and i 
extra boats and we want to satisfy it. 
‘There are,” continued Mr. Sanderson, 
“ certain risks coming from the eea which 
it'is impossible to eliminate, just as there 
are on land.” 


Searchlights “Worse than Useless.” 

The witness emphasized the fact that small 
boats were carried only for the purpose of 
transferring persons from ship to ship or 
from ship to land, and eaid that if more sea- 
men were carried in order to man additional 
boats they would have nothing to do until 
there was a wreck. 

Searchliights, he declared, would be “ worse 
than useless; they would be a positive source 
of danger. The worst thing possible for a 
lookout is the glare of light.” 

Questioned regarding the space given up 
for the-accommodation of wealthy passen- 
gers, Sanderson replied: 

“If there were anything more that we could 
do to insure the safety of passengers the mil- 
lionaires’ suites would not stand in the way.” 

He attributed the greater loss of life among 
the third class passengers of the Titanic to 
the fact that the best position for launching 
the boats happened to be nearest the first and 
second class quarters. 


Large Boatage Unwise, He Says. 

Mr. Sanderson said that sixty boats would 
have been required to accommodate all the 
passengers and crew of the Titanic 

“Such a number,” he added, “ would be 


ridiculous and I do not think it would be pos- | 


gible. In the interests of public safety I con- 
sider that it is not necessary and not wise 
that there should be boatage accommodation 
for every pene and member of the | 


crew.”

Contractor Demands $25 from 
Inspector Who Trapped Him. 


CASE A PUZZLE TO ERICSSON. 


State's Attorney’s Advice Asked; Pros- 
ecution Was Dismissed. 


City Building Commissioner Ericsson is 
trying to settle a delicate question of bribery 
ethics. He céesires to find cut whether a 
£25 bribe paid to one of Ris inserectors should 
be returned to a bribing contiactor as the 
eontractor’s attorney insists should be Cone, 
whom 
the contractor tried to bribc, or whether it 
shou.d be given to charity. he ecmmis- 
sioner has asked State's Attorney Wayman 
for an opinion as to the cispcsition cf the 
money. 

Tre problem was put up to the commis- 
sioner for sclution yvestercay whin a letter 
was received by A. Freemont Olsen. an in- 
Spector, Cemanding the return of a 825 bribe 
paid to him latt October by Michae! Minett. 
The letter was written by Thomas B. Lantry, 
attorney for Minett. It is the latest chapter 
in a bribery episoce which started last fal). 

Olsen came into the building department 
one morning during the early part of Octo- 
ber anc saic a contractor was outside who 
wanted to bvibe him to zpprove a buildinz 
viosation. He was advised by his fellow 
norkers to eccept the hribe and report the 
matter to the commissioner. In a few mo- 
ments Olsen returncd. In cne hand he held 
$25 in currency; in the. other he held the 
contractor. 


Contractor Is Not Procecuted. 

Prosecution was started at once against 
the contractcr on a bril-ery charge. Thecage 
Was rclle prossed by Municipal Judge Dolan 
at the request of the state's attorney’s office 
on the «rouncts that Ulsen was not legally an 
official of the city anc, therefore. Mineit 
could not be prosecuted under: the briberv 
statute. 

Mr. Lantry's letter to Olsen asking the re- 
turn of the money is couched in the n‘ainest 
language and open'y admits that the con- 
tractor paid the money. 

The attorney’s Ictter to Olsen follows: 

“Inviting your attention to the prosecu- 
tion that you brought con Oct. 16. 1911. against 
Michael Minett, which was nolle prossed by 
the state, you will reca!] the $25. which was 
the subject matter of the prosecution, was 
given by Minett to you and hae never been 
repaid. If you will send mea check payable 
to his order I will see that he gets it.” 

“TI sent a copy of the attorney’s letter and 
a request to State’s Attorney Wayman for 
advice,’’ said Commissioner Ericsson. ‘‘ The 
money was taken in charge by PeterC. Hoey, 
secretary of the department, and was depos. 
tted in the Chicago Savings bank. I-don’t 
know what disposition should be made of the 
bribery fund. I can’t see that Minett should 


; have any claim upon it, for he gave it volun- 


tarily to the insmector. The inspector car.’+ 
accept it because of his positicn as a city 
employé.” 

Gambling Bribe Cage Pending. 


Another $25 in currency, alleged to have 
been paid by two agents of Mont Tennes, 


‘ the gambler, now isin the custody of Munic- 


ipal Judge Walker, in whose court it was 
introduced as evidence, several months ago. 
“Eph.” Harding and George Murray were 
arrested .on the charge of trying to bribe 
Detective J. J. Laughlin of the gambling 
squad. In order to trap the bribers, Howard 
Williams, a civil service ccmmission inves- 
tigator, drersed toimpersonate the detective, 
wes sent to receive the bribe money. He 
swore that Harcing hanced him the cur- 
rency. Judge Walker held the two men to 
the grand jury, but a no bill was voted by the 
jirv and the prosecution ended. 

After the two accused men had denied on 
the witness stand that they had paid the 


4 bribe to Williams, the investigator, with the 


consent of his supericrs, asked the court 
for the bribe money. Judge Waik-r refused 
to turnit over to him. Neither Harding nor 
Murray has tried to get the mioney Judge 
Walker said yesterd2y that he still had the 
money in his custody. He said that he would 
entertain a motion to have it turae? into the 
police pension fund.

Aldermen Do Not. Want Pres- 


ent Maximum of 300° 
Gallons Raised. 


SEES PERIL IN STORAGE 


Ald. Long Asserts Existing Ordi- 
nance Keeps Explosives 
Where They Belong. 


Vigorous atiacks against a pending ordi® 
nance amendment, which. according to its 
opponents, wiil turn all the city’s alleys into 
sites for underground gasoline and oil tanks, 


‘Were made yesterday before the council com- 


mittee on gas, light. and oil. A subcommit- 
tee is about to report favorably on the ordi- 
nance amendrvent. 

The proposed measure was explainéd to the 
gas committee by Ald. Thomson, head of 
the buildings committee. He said the board 
of underwriters and the fire department had 
placed their O. K. on the amendment which 
allows a maximum of 1,50 gallons of gaso- 
line or other oj] to be stored under the alley 
surface of any twenty-five foot lot. The 
present ordinance. passed two years ago, per- 
mits the storage of gasoline only under alleys, 
but the maximum tank capacity is ©Ov gal- 
lons. 

Long Makes Objection. 

“That sounds mighty bad to me,” Ald. 
Long said. ‘I'm against such a measure. 
I think the present ordinance goes far 
enough. 1 think it's too dangerous to have 
our alleys made fhe cepots for all sorts of oils 
just under the surface of the ground.” 

Ald. Sitts took a similar view. He wasa 
member of the subcommittee of the gas, 
light, and oil committee which made a wide 
investigation before the passage of the pres- 
ent ordinance. 

Sitts Tells Hi> Views. 

“We went over the whole situation,” he 

said, ‘‘and I am against this amendment. 
MN means throwing open every foot of under- 
ground alley space in the city for use as a 
storage place for oils. It means that every 
man who owns a 25 foot lot could rent under- 
ground space on his half of the alleyway 
for oil storage purposes. The present ordi- 
nance allows 300 gallons of gasoline; that isa 
plenty. Anyway I believe this is a matter 
outside the jurisdiction of the building com- 
mittee; it should have been handled by this 
committee, as the present ordinance was."’ 
- Prof. Bemis, the city public utility expert, 
told the committee he expected to have his 
report on telephone rates ready for the com- 
mittee by June 25. He said the delay had 
been caused by waiting for the appraisal 
sheets of the company.

Demand Reduction of Prices of 
Meat in New York City. 


MANY REFUSE TO PURCHASE. 


Steol Bueket Smeshes Window of a 


Dealer Who Fails to Obey. 


New York, June 6.—[Special.]—One butch- 


| er’s window was smashed in Brooklyn tcgay 


and others: were t>rentcned by infuriated 
women who had risen in their wrath to de- 
mand that the prices of meat be lowered at 
once or that the meat be thrown away with- 
out further ado and the shops closed. 

A number of butchers took the hint and 
locked their doors. Others protested. Tne 
women were firm. They told the butchers 
that they would return and if they found 
any meat exposed for sale at the préces re- 
cently prevailing they would use force. 

Benja:rin Diamond, who has a shop at 924 
De Kalb avenue, attempted to argue with the 
women, ‘* 

** Stop selling and throw your méat away,”’ 
was their ultimatum. 


Bucket Hurled Through Window. 

He told them he would after he had svid the 
meat on hand. The women left. A moment 
later a heavy steel bucket wee sert skim- 
ming through the shcp wincow from without 
and Diamond closed his shop. 

The position of the women was explained 
in a nutshell by one of them. 

“The high price of meats must come 
cown.”’ she said, with a combative gleam in 
her eyes. ‘‘ We have families, children to 
feed. Wecan’'t pay 18 cents for meat ‘where 
we paid 14 cents a year ago. It will stopand 
it will stop now. In my house there are 
twenty-five families. Not one member of the 
twenty-five will touch meat while these 
prices are up. We'll live on bread and coffee 
if we have to.” 


Men Aid Women Avengers. 

There were nine women in the delegation 
which went to butcher shop after butcher 
shop like avenging angels. They were in 
no mood to meet the butchers on any half- 
way grounds. It was unconditional surren- 
der or have an eye to your glass. 

The women were residents of DeKalb, 
Gates, and Myrtle avenues, and they picked 
out the shops where they traded. Each of 
them had taken a silent vow to abstain from 
meat until the prices went down. 

The butchers say they cannot afford to 
purchare meat at 15 cents and sell it for 
less than 18 cents, after throwing away the 
waste.

Pease Says He Has Reformed. 

Mr. Pease was called to the stand and tes- 
tified he had reformed to some extent in the 
recent six months. He said he had spent 
less in buying drinks and has stopped play- 
ing slot machines since the first of the year. 
He had admitted he spent about $10 or $15 
in these two ways during five days he was 
shadowed in December, but estimated his 
present average for these purposes at from 
$8 to $10 a month.
